FOR THE YEAR 1929-30 


PART 1. 


Tours ок THR ASSISTANT ARCAROLOGICAL SUPERINTENDENT AND HIS 
ESTABLISHMENT. 


The Assistant Archæological Superintendent was on tour for over two and half 
months during the year. From the 27th July to 15th August 1929, he was engaged 
with the Government Epigraphist for India 1n the work of taking estampages of the 
Asoka inscriptions on the Nallakonda bill in the Pattikonda taluk of the Kurnool 
district. Incidentally he visited two stray villages in the neighbourhood, each of 
which yielded one inscription. He had again to go to Gooty on the 24th August to 
take the Hon’ble the Law Member to the Government of Madras round the inscribed 
rocks at the place. In the period from the 25th September to 19th October, 
impressions of 32 inscriptions were secured from nine villages in the districts 
of Salem and Malabar. His last tour which extended from the 26th November to 
27th December included six villages in the Ramnad district, three villages in the 
Trichinopoly district and one in the Tanjore district. These yielded 52 
inscriptions. 


2. The Senior Epigraphical Assistant started on tour on the 14th November 
1929. He visited five villages in the Malabar district and ten villages in South 
Kanara, and also finished the detailed survey of 23 villages in the Udipi taluk of 
the latter district. He returned to Madras on the 21st January 1930 with a total 
collection of 89 inscriptions. The Second Epigraphical Assistant was in camp 
from the 26th August to 10th October 1929 1n the district of Chingleput, where 
seven villages were visited and 125 inseriptions copied by him. The Junior 
Assistant (Tamil) was on tour in the districts of Tinnevelly and Madura from the 
24th September to 8th December 1929. He inspected eight villages and copied 
205 inscriptions. Towards the close of the year under report he visited Chidam- 
baram from which copies of seven inscriptions were secured. The Junior Assistant 
(Telugu) went on tour from the 8th August to 26th September 1929 and from 
13th November 1929 to 9th February 1930 in the districts of Ganjam, Vizaga- 
patam, Godavari and Cuddapab. The detailed survey of the Palnad taluk of the 
Guntur district was also partly finished by him during the year. He visited ir 
all 48 villages which yielded a collection ої 106 inscriptions. 


WORK DONE DURING THE YEAR. 


-3. On the whole 145 villages were examined and copies of 618 stone 10scrip- 
tions were secured during the year under review. Besides, two copper-plate 
grants were examined. Two palm-leaf manuscripts were examined for the 
Superintendent of Archeology, Southern Circle, and a note on the contents of the 
inscriptions copied from the Arappalli$varam temple on the Kollimalai hill was fur- 
nished to the Editor of District Gazetteers, at his request. Thirty photographs were 
taken at the following places: viz., Nallakonda bill, Katichipuram, Mahäbalıpuram 
and Sittannavasal, and they have.been registered in Appendix C. Estampages 
of inscriptions were made available to the public, as usual, and requisitions from 
scholars and the public for information on epigraphical matters were complied 


with, as far as possible. 
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adopted in this inscription, which is similar to that in the bigger Sinpamanür plates 
of Rájasimha III, it may be said that this record belongs to him, and as such can be 
assigned to the beginning of the 10th century A.D. 


6. The records of the medieval Pándya kings found in the Tinnevelly district 
further reveal certain fects concerning the redistribution of territorial divisions in 
ancient times and the creation of new ones, We have seen that Avanipaéekhgrs- 
chaturvedimangalam was situated in 
Amidaguna-valanidu in the days of 
Varaguna П. It came to be included in 
Kuda-nádu in the 13th century A.D. Similarly also the name of the division in which 
Kattärimangslam was situated was changed from Srivallabha-valanadu to Amuda- 
gunavalanadu. What necessitated these changes and when they were effected, are 
questions that ean be solved only when more inscriptions of different ages mention- 
ing these places are discovered. Usually a territorial division in South India is 
called after the name of one of the principal cities in it. Thus Pvlal-kottam and 
Kunrattür-nàdu were named after Рија] and Kunrattür. In the ease of Manavira- 
pattinam or Manavira-nagaram occurring in No. 156 of 1903, it is to be noted that 
it was included in Valudi-valanädu in the time of Varaguna II, tut was in Mána- 
vira-valanadu in the time of Mazavarman Sundara-Pándya 1. Owing perhaps to the 
rise in importance of the city of Mänavira-nagaram in later days. the division in 
which it was situated was called after this city as Mänavira-valanädu. 


7. In the year’s collection, there are five inscriptions commencing with the 
words * tirumadandai yayamadandai, eto. (Nos. 371, 423, 439, 476 and 477), AN 
of them belong to Jatavarman Srivallabha. The fact that Kattarimangalam is not 
called Vikramapandya-ehaturvedimaügalam in No. 371 perhaps indicates that Jata- 
varman Srivallabha was a predecessor of Vikrama-Pandya. ‘hie record is of 
interest as it states that on the recommendation of prince Sundara-Pandya made in 
accordance with the desire of the deva- 
kanmis and mähesvaras ої the temple of 
Virapändy&svaram-Udaiyär at K attarimangalam, certain tax-free lands of the temple 
of Manavira-vinnagar-Alvar of Manavira-valanadu were trausferred to the temple of 
Virapandyésvaram-Udaiyar, to meet the expenses of its daily requirements. The 
officers who signed the u/vari document in this record are different from those 
figuring in No. 410, which is also a record of Jatavarman Srivallabha but with the 
introduction tirumagal-jayamagal, etc. These differences seem to suggest that the 
kings figuring in them are different. As has been noted above, we learn that 
Jatävarman Srivallabha had a son by name Sundara-Pandya and this fact is 
eonfirmed by No. 493 of 1909. 


8. One other fact that could be gleaned from the inscriptions ofthe year is that 
there were a Vikrama-Pändya and a Vira-Pandya prior to the time of Maravarman 
Sundara-Pandya 1 and his earlier contemporary Jatavarman KulaSekhara I, as evi- 
denoed by the name of Vikramapandya-chaturvédimangalam given to Kattarimangalam 
and by the existence of a temple called Virapändy&$varam in it, though it is not possible 
А to say at present when exactly these 
kings flourished. In the list of Pandya 
kings whose dates of accession had been 
«calculated by Prof. Keilhorn and Mr. L. D. Swamikannu Pillai, we do not find any 
Vikrama-Pändya before A.D. 1249, but itis probable that he is identical with that 
Vikrama-Pändya, at whose instance the Chóla king Kulöttunga III led an expedi- 
tion into the Pandya country, cut off the nose of Vira-Pandva’s son, defeated 
Vira-Pandya and installed Vikrama-Pändya on the throne, (5.1.2. Vol. ILI. pages 214 
e There is an undated record in the present year's collection (No. 377) which states 
that, at the request of Pichchan-Sivallavan of Tirunelvelı in Kilvémba-nadu, 
Kattärimangalam was ordered to be called Vikramapandya-chaturvedimangalam 
by the king, evidently after his own name. From this tact it may be said that 
this record belongs to the Vikrama-Pándya who was the contemporary of 
Kulöttunga IIT. It is not unlikely that he was the father (periyanayinar) of Māra- 
varman Sundara-Pändya I (Annual Report for 1925-26, page 109). Besides the 
Vira- Pandya who was overthrown by Kulottunga IIl, there was an earliermemb er 
of the Pandya line, who boasts of having taken the head of the Chola king and who

Märayarman Vikrama-Pändya, a contem- 
porary of Kulottunga III. 
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and has therefore to be attributed to the-same-king. Besides these, there are іжэ 
more: inscriptions (Nos. 444, 446 and 451) which are similarly related: to Мо; 427. 
This:king Märavarman Vikrama-Pandya whose date of accession has been fined at: 
A.D. 1249, is stated in: No. 427, a record of his 5th year, to have had for: his. 
brother-in-law (machchaloz) a certain Vikrama-Choladéva, who may be identified 
with the Kongu king of that name that flourished at this time (Annual Report for 
1920, page 110). A record from Tinneveily (8.1.2. Texts, —Vol. V, No. 421), which 
commences with the words pumalar-tiruvum and which can therefore be assigned to- 
Märavaram Sundara-Pändya II, states that Vikrama-Choladéva was the brother-in- 
law (machchunanar) of the king in A.D, So Thus from the fact a Vikrama- 
dladéva was the brother-in-law of both 

Brother of Maravarman Sundara-Pandya 17. Maravarman Vikrama-Pandya and Мага 
varman Sundara-Paudya 1I, it may be said that these two Pandya kings were 
brothers, a relationship not known to us till now. It is worthy of note 
that both these kings had the surname Maravarman. The record quoted 
above contains the interesting information that at the instance of Vikrama- 
Choladeva, king Märavarman Sundara-Pändya II provided for the recitation 
of the Tirujtanam in the temple at Tinnevelly, by as many as eleven tapasvins, 
who were the disciples of several important pontifical heads of maihes in 
South India. These latter were Ellaiyilladevar of the Vishakanthadéva-santana, 
Mahadéva of the Bhattavira-santana, Sivapädahridaya and Astradeva of the matha 
at Tiruvärür, Iravalar-Pasupatideva of the Bhikshamatha-santaza, Nilakantha of 
the matha et Madura, Uyyakkondadéva of the Alagiyanäyaka-sanläna at Tirunel- 
véli, and Anukkavanronda of the matha at Tirunelveli. The present year’s collec- 
tion also contains a record (No. 463) wherein provision was made for the recitation 
of the poem Tirujfänam in the temple at Arrúr. In the absence of details about its 
author and date of composition, we are not in a position to say what work is 
alluded to by Tirujnanam. But it seems 
likely that, like the Devaram for the 
recitation of which in Siva temples numerous references are found in Tamil inscrip- 
tions, this was a work of considerable sanctity, composed probably by one of the 
canonized Saiva saints. From Nos. 444 and 445—the details of date furnished in 
one of which: (No. 445) work out correctly for this Märavarman Vikrama-Pändya 
whose dats of accession fell in A.D. 1249,—we learn that attached to the temple 
at Árrür there was a theatrical hall and a troupe of actors to enact dramas (паѓаат) 
on the occasion of the Avani-tirunal in the temple. These two inscriptions relate to 
a gift'of land made to an actress for performing dances during the course of the drama. 


Recitation of the Tirujianam in teinples. 


In the year’s collection there is a record of a Maravarman .Vikrama-Pàndya 
(No. 297) dated in the year opposite to the 2nd year of his reign and with the 
introduction tirumagal jayamagal, and another (No. 355) dated in the 14th year-and 
without any introduction. It is not possible to say to which Maravarman Vikrama- 
Pändya these records belong. 


13. There are a few epigraphs of Jatavarman: Vira- Pandya. Of these, Nes: 457 
and 480 commence with the words tirumagal valar-mulaz stc., and are records of the 
king whose accession took place in A.D. 
Jataverman Vira-Pandys (ace. A.D. 1258). 1753. No. 481 appears to belong to the 
same king, as оце of.its signatories Iraivänaraiyür Süryadeva figures also in No. 480. 
Tn this record.a certain: Ravi-Srikanthan of Mahodaiyar-pattanam in Malai-manda-- 
lam (i.e., Cranganore in the Cochin State) is mentioned as a donor; but it is not 
definitely known if he was connected with the Chéra royal family. No. 452 is 
evidently а record of a Vira-Pandya, as provision has been made therein for the 
conduct of the VirarPändyan-sand:, instituted in the name of the king on: the day of 
his natal star Sadaiyam. As the officer Kalingarayan mentioned: in this‘inseription

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details which work out correctly for.A.D. 1276. It registers a gift of land and 
house-sites made by a certain Senävaraiyan of Arrür to the temple of Sómana- 
thadéva. The land is said to have been acquired by the donor’s ancestors and 
descended to him in succession from preceptor to disciple. Two other inscriptions 
from the same place (Nos. 457 and 458) state that Alagappirän Idaikkaraiyalvan 
alias Senävaraiyar of Paräntakanallür Pudukkudi in. Naduvil-küru, a subdivision 
of Milalai-kürram, purchased some land and presented it to tho same temple. The 
name Sénavaraiyar of these donors reminds us of the famous commentator of the 
Tolkappiyam; but it remains to be 
ascertained whether they had any 
connection with him. 

15. Of the records belonging toa Jatävaraman Sundara-Pändya without any 
distinguishing epithets, two (Nos. 189 and 321) could be attributed to the 14th 
century A.D. from considerations of paleography. The astronomical details 
contained in them work out correctly 
for Jatävarınam Sundara-Pánd ya, whose 
date of accession was A.D. 1302-03. An inscription of Konérinmaikondan 
(No. 323) from Alagarkoyil can be attributed to this king, as it refers to the 
construction of а grakära wall called Kodandaraman-/rumad:l, after the name of the 
king.

THE CHOLAS. 


16. The earliest Chöla records of the year belong to Paräntaka I and 
are two in number. No. 176 from Pillaippakkam, dated in his 19th year, registers 
a regulation made by an assembly consisting of the great men of the забій of 
Ninravür, the great men representing the wards (of the village), and a certain 
officer named Pabur-Tiruvadi. Owing to the damaged condition of the inscription, 
only a few sections of this regulation could be made out. These are:—(i) that 


б у З from the 20th year onwards (1.е. from 
en ae es A.D. 926), two persons who had had no 
: = previous experience as members of the 
assembly shall represent each ward ; (ії) that the taxes on lands shall thenceforward 
be paid through the wards (committee) ; (111) that the lands on which taxes had not 
been paid shall be sold and the amount due on them realized; (iv) that persons 
acting against the express conditions of this regulation shall be liable to a daily fine 
of 1 manjadı of gold, and the fines so imposed shall be duly collected; (v) that the 
madhyastha of the sabha shall be given (perhaps as remuneration for his service), 1 
kalañiju ot gold per month and some cloth (kurai) every six months; and (v1) that two 
of the great men and one other individual shall be paid 1 kalaryu per month and a 
cloth every six months. Atthe end of the record mention is made of the several 
committees which formed the village assembly of olden days, namely, those in 
charge of the supervision of gardens, of tanks, of gold etc. 


The first of the conditions enumerated above was apparently calculated to give 
opportunities for every resident of the village to get himself acquainted with 
the details of administration and make an efficient citizen, From condition 
No. 3, it may be inferred that it was the duty of the assembly to sell by auction 
the lands on which the taxes had not been paid and thus realize the arrears of land 
revenue. Further, from clauses (v) and (vi) we learn that the madhyastha, who 
is generally found in other inscriptions to be the officer that commits to writing the 
orders issued by the assembly, perhaps in the capacity ofits secretary, and a 
few others were paid for their services. From one of the Küram inscriptions 
(No. 33-A of 1900), it is learnt that it was at the instance of the * Tiruvadi’, that 
the deliberations of the assembly were ‘committed to writing by the madhyastha. 
The term Tiruvadi occurring in that record as well as in the present one, may be 


taken to denote the king’s officer, who co-opts with the members of the assembly and 
puts into proper form its decisions. ; : 


AL A record of Parakesarivarman (evidently Uttama-Chola) dated in the 16th 
year (No. 503) and another of Räjaräja I dated in the 15th year (No. 251) 
speak of the donations made to the temples of Tiruvarappalli-Àlvar at Valappür- 
nadu and of ParaSuraméSvara at Tirumangalam, by Parantakan-Madavadigalar alias 
Sembiyan-Mahadéviyar, the queen of Gandaräditya and the mother of Uttama-Chóla. 
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18. Of thefew inscriptions of Räjöudra-Chöla І copied this year, No. 391 dated 
in his 8rd year, does not speak of any conquests having been accomplished by him, 
AT. while two of the epigraphs (Nos. 412 
A and 414) enumerate four of his con- 

quests, viz., Idaiturai-nädu, Vanaväsi, Kollippakkai and Mannaikkadakkam. 


19. One of the inscriptions of Virarajéndradéva (No. 389) tells us that he was 
‘born in the -asterism Aélésha, and this fact is also mentioned in another record of 
his (No. 182 of 1915). No. 247 dated in the 3rd year of this king, gives a slightly 

Е: different version from others of the 
Te appointments conferred by him on bis 
near relatives. It is said that the title of Räjädhiräja was bestowed on his elder 
brother Alavandan, that of Chóléndra on his younger brother Madhuräntaka along 
with the government of Tondai-mandalam, and that of Chöla-Pändya on his son 
Räjöndra-Chöla. As a few inscribed stones of the record are missing, some more 
details are lost; but mention is made of Irumudisölan, another son of the king, and 
of two more members of tbe royal family, named Sundara-Chola and Chola-Kerala. 


20. Of the time of Adhirajéndra there is only one record in the collection 
(No. 113 from Tiruppächchür) which is dated in the 3rd year of his reign. It 
-commences with his introduction tirumadandaiyum ete., and states that he was seated 
in the second storey in the palace of Gangaikondasölan-mahgaiat Gangaikondasola- 
puram, while issuing the order referred to in the epigraph. At Ив end the names 
of several of his officers are mentioned. 


21. A large number of later Chola inscriptions belonging to the time of Kulot- 
tuüga I and his successors was secured during the year. Some of them reveal a few 
important facts which are worth noting. No. 129 dated in the 45th year of the reign 
of Kulottunga I (A.D. 1115) speaks of a village called Jayadbarapura, evently called 
after the king’s surname Jayadhara. The donor of the grant registered in this record 
is Arumbakkilar Araiyan Ponnambalak- 
küttar alias Kälingaräyar of Manavil in Ma- 
navil-nadu. He seems to be identical with the chief N aralokavira, also styled himself 
Kalingaraya, Küttan or Ponnambalakküttan and the lord of Manavil, whose various 
acts of piety in the temple at Chidambaram are enumerated in a record secured froın 
that village (5.1.1.-- Тегів, Vol. IV, No. 225). Thesame chief is further seen to 

EA Р balakkütt 254. have borne the title of Manavatara in 

His minister Poppambalakkūttan 4108 No. 367 of 1909 from Siddhalinga- 
Манот madam in the South Arcot district. 
Another record of the time of Kulottunga I (No. 405) from Attar, which is in 
Sanskrit verse, states that this Manavatara who was ‚the prime-minister of king 
Jayadhara, presented a gold aureola to the god at Sarıd-gräma (Ärrür) and money 
for burning two perpetual lamps. Since the Chidambaram epigraph states that he 
led an expedition against the Cheras and attacked Kollam, it may be presumed that 
it was on this occasion that he made a stay at Attür and gave the donation referred 
to in tbis epigraph. Another inseription (No. 411) of Kulöttunga I also from Attür 
refers to the city of Tailakulakäla-chaturvedimangalam. This place must have 
been called after the title Tailakulakala, “death to the race of Taila’, borne by 
some Chola king to commemorate his victory over the Western Chàlukyas. Since 
at the time of the record in question Taila III (A.D. 1158-63) had not come to the 
throne Taila in the epithet * Tailakulakála ? should refer only to Taila II (A.D. 
97 3-997), whose descendants Satyäsraya and others had been repeatedly defeated by 
Chola kings before the time of Kulöttunga I. In the Tiruvalangadu plates of 
Rajéndra-Chola I, it is said that Satyaéraya, the son ої Taila II ‘fled before the 
army of Rajaraja э and that Rajéndra-Chola’s ‘anger burst into flame when it 
came into contact with Jayasimba, a descendant of Taila’. The epithet * Taila- 
kulakäla’ may therefore belong to Rajaraja I, who was the first Chola king to 
‚come into conflict with the Western Chälukyas of Kalyani. 


Kulöttunga I. 


. Though most of the inseriptions register pious gifts of по great magnitude 
Mn nd and other requirements of temples, No. 128 From Tiruppächehür 
dated in the 9th year of Vikrama-Cbela refers to the munificent presents of costly

Ни pod and eztentjof reign: doubt that he і identical with made 
Narasimha and not the Tuluva Vira-Narasimha. It may however, be noticed that 
Mr. Venkayya assigned the inscription to the elder brother of Krishnaräya. In the 
current year’s collection Immadi-Narasimbaräya-Mahäräya appears with his title 
Bhujabalaraya in a record (No. 041) dated in Saka 1429 (expired) and Saka 1430- 
(current). An unpublished inscription (No. 15 of 1900) dated in Saka 1431 coupled 
with the eyelie year Sukla, refers itself to the reign of the Saluva king Bhujabala- 
raya, and it is not unlikely that he is identical with Immadi-Narasimha. All that 
we are able to gather from the iuseriptions noted above is that Immadi- Narasimha 
was the son of Säluva Narasimha, that he was also called Dharmaraya (No. 89 of 
1908), Tammayadéva (No. 664 of 1909) and Bhujabalaräya, and that he reigned 
from Saka 1414 to Saka 1430-31. It thus appears that before Krishnaräya, the 
Vijayanagara dominions were subject to the rule of the Saluva king Immadi- 
Narasimha, leaving no interval for any other sovereign. We are not aware of any 
inscription of Vira-Narasimha wherein the king is distinctly called а Tuluya. And 
since there are a number of lithic records of Vira-Narasimha, Immadi-Narasimba: 
or Bhujabalaräya in which the king is clearly called a Sáluva, and since these are 
dated in Saka years from 1414 to 1431, we are forced to suspect the correctness of 
the statement regarding the deposition of Saluva Immadi-Narasimha by Tuluva 
Vira-Narasimba in Saka 1424, and the latter reigning over the Vijayanagara king- 
dom prior to Krishnaraya. 

41. There are nine inscriptions of Krishnaräya in the year’s collection, ranging: 
in date from Saka 1432 to Saka 1446, The governor of Bäraküru in Saka 1445 was 
Dévarasa-Odeya, son of Sangiräya-Odeya (No. 539). No. 182, a record froin 
Kunrattür (Chingleput district), mentions Saluva-N аунка Chellappar, son of 

S ; Taluvakkulaindan-Bnatta, в dévakanmi 
Reson nary a of the temple of Tiruvégambam-Udai- 
yar at Kafichipuram. He is known from other records as a subordinate of the king. 
"Another of the king’s subordinates, named Timmari-Näyaka, son of Hllari-Nayaka 
figures in a record (No. 84) of Saka 1440, as governing Nagarjunikonda-sima. 
which had been bestowed on him as a sagankara. 16 is also worth noting that. 
No. 265 dated in Saka 1445, refers to the consecration of a car to the temple at 
Srirangam by the king in the year Bhava (Saka 1436). 


42. An inscription from Srirangam (No. 261) is dated in Saka 1446 in the 
reign of Tirumalaidéva-Maharaya. This has to be attributed to the son of Krish- 
Hi Tirnmalaidéva-Mabaraya naráya, whose record (No. 139 of 
ang E 1896) from Даша! in the Conjeevaram 
uk dated in the same year specifies this relationship. Another record (No, 605) 
iod Matpádi dated jn Saka 14[46], refers itself to the reign of Tirumalaideva- 
Mabäräya and mentions the chief Vittharasa-Odeya. This chief figures in another 
record (No. 431 of 1928) as a governor of Bäraküru in Saka 1446 and in the time 
of Krishnadévaraya. 

43. Alfew inscriptions belonging to king Achyutadévaraya are dated betwcen 
the Saka years 1452 d 1464. One ofthese (No. 266) registers a gift made by tbe- 
king's subordinate Timmarasa alias Krishnaräya-Näyaka, son of Dandu Obalarasa. 
Another record (No. 330) dated in Saka 1464 states that certain taxes due to the 
palace were made over to the temple of Alagar for ed merit ee Ale

_06). Two inscriptions (Nos. 597 and 599) both from the South Kanara 
ar!

s S is stated 1n some copper-plates to have been the immediate suecessor of 
hedera (Ep. Ind., Vol. ТУ, р. 8).- These two lithic records confirm the 
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statements of the plates that after Achyuta his son Venkatädri reigned, though for 
a very short time only. Records of the next king Sadäsivadsva-Mahäräya, most of 
which come from the South Kanara district, fall between Saka 1466 and Saka 1493. 
зона ee In Saka 1482, the Mahamandaléévara 
CU UR ee Chenna-Bayiradéyi-Amma, daughter of 
Bayiradévi-Amma was ruling Baidäpura and other districts from Sangitapura (Nos. 
7940 and 542). From No, 574 it is learnt that Rámakrishnappa-Odeya was the 
governor of Bàraküru in Saka 1493 under Keladi Rämaräja- Nayaka. 


44. The Jast record (No. 231) of the Vijayanagara dynasty belongs to king 
Venkatapati nd is dated in the 14th year of his reign, which was the cyclic year 
Venkata I Vilambi. As Vilambi corresponded to 
Fi: Saka 1520, the initial date of the king 

takes us to Saka 1507, and the king represented is accordingly Venkata I. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


45. The earliest inscription in the Kanarese language is No. 557 which comes 
from Hatyangadi in the South Kanara district. It is written in characters ої 
the 9th century A.D ‚and records the remissiun of a moiety of the taxes due to the 
nagaras of Purigere from certain merchant settlements. The importance of this 
recurd consists in the fact that it introduces to usa new king called Pulinnarasa. 

1 This name reminds one of the tribe of 
A ae Pulindas who are mentioned along with 
Sabaras, Pundras and Mutibas in the Aztaréya-Brahmana. Their habitat was on 
both banks ot the Narmada and the Tapati. It is probable that a horde of the 
Pulindas migrated further south along the West Coast, and occupied the hilly 
regions in the district of South Kanara. In the absence of any specific information 
about king Pulinnarasa figuring in this record, we are not in a position to say any- 
thing definite about him. Purigere which is now the modern Lakshméévar in tke 
Dharwar district of the Bombay Presidency, was an important village in the ancient 
distriet called Purigere-300. 


46. In the historical introduction of the Ohola king Räjakesarivarman Rajadhi- 
гаја І it is stated that the king worsted in battle the Ramaghata. The actual words 
used are Zramagudamuvar keda munindu. The late Dr. Hultzsch translated Zrama- 

The Moshaka kings: gudamuvar as * the three (princes) of Irä- 
magudam?” (8.7.7. Vol. ПІ, р. 56). The 
identity of the tract of country ruled over by these kings could not be settled for a 
long time for want of details regarding its situation either in inseriptions or litera- 
ture. But the discovery and publication of the Sanskrit work Múshikavamsa having 
furnished some useful information concerning the territorial limits of the southern 
Müshakas, the origin of the family and the activities of its kings who are therein 
called the * Ramaghata-MushikeSvaras ’, ‘the lords of the Müshikas descended from 
Rämaghata,’ it was possible to locate this kingdom on the West Coast in the region 
surrounding the modern Elimalai, the Mt. d’Eli of the Portuguese writers. The 
scrutiny of the work further revealed the fact that Kölam, i.e., Pandalayani-Kollam 
was the capital of the Ramaghatas, that Madayi was a place of great commercial 
activity in it, and that the Kolattiri Rajas are the modern representatives of the 
Müshaka family. In recent years Elimalai, the first settlement of the Múshakas as 
recorded in the MushakavamSa, and some places in its vicinity, were epigraphically 
surveyed and a few early inscriptions in Vatteluttu secured therefrom. One of these 
(No. 473 of 1926) contains the name Müshaka, thus affording proof that Elimalai 
is only the Tamil rendering of the Sanskrit name Müshaka-parvata. As such, the 
evidence of inscriptions precludes other assumptions regarding the origin of the 
name Elimalai, Epigraphical support of the statements made in J.R.A.S. for 1922 
р. \61#f. isthus derived from the inscription secured from the vicinity of Elimalai. No. 
476 of 1926 and No.'523 of the current year’s collection bring to light two members 
of the Müshaka family, who were called Udayavanmar alas Irämagudamüvar and 
Kandan-Kärivarman alzas Irämagudamüvar. The assumption of the title Ir&ma- 
gudamüvar by these two. kings; is in keeping with the statement made in the 
Mushikavamsa that the kings of «the family called themselyes Ramaghata-Músbi- 
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kéévaras. Though lràmagudamüvar is capable of the interpretation ‘the three 
(kings) of Irämagudam,’ its oceurrence in conjunetion with the personal names of 
two kings of the dynasty, shows that it must have been used as a surname or title, 


and that Muvar may like múttavar in Sirai väy-mütta-Tiruvadi, be taken to mean 
* the elder, chief or lord’. 


47. Jatavarman Sundara-Chöla-Pändya and Märavarman Vikrama-Chola- 
Pandya, the Ohola viceroys of the Pandya country, are represented by some 
inscriptions copied from Attar in the Tinnevelly district. The only noteworthy fact

of ville ges including Arrür appear to have been grouped together under the name 
of Räjädhiräja-chaturvedimangalam. 

48. In the accounts of the Madura Näyakas furnisued by Sewell, Scott and 
others the place of origin of these chiefs is not stated. Une of the inscriptions of 
this year’s collection is important in clearing up this point. No. 255 dated in 
Saka 1485 (=A.D. 1566) belongs to the reign of Tondaimandalattn ul 

u Nayakas, their original place of ао и ТЕ 
A. natha of  Kanehipuram in Tondai- 
mandalam, The ancestry of Krishnappa and the date given in the record point to 
his ‘identity with the Madura Nayaka ruler of that name. The interest of this 
inscription lies in the fact that this is the first lithic record giving the specific 
information that the Madura Nayakas hailed originally from Käfchipuram. Though 
this information is not generally met with in their records it may be said that it 
receives confirmation from other sources, The Krishnapuram plates of Sadäsıya- 
Mahäräya style him as “Kañchipuravaradhisvara? (Ep. Ind., Vol. IX, p. 330), from 
which we can understand that the original bome of the Madura Nayakas was 
Kañehipuram. The title of Ailavalipuravaradhisvara applied to the Náyakas in the 
same plates is not in any Way contradictory, as 1t could be interpreted to mean “the 
city (of Kañchi) situated in Hyil-nadu.’ No. 360 which isa record dated in Saka 
1520 and Kollam 772 belongs to the Mahämandalösvara Krishnappa-Näyaka, the 
second of the name, while No. 344 dated in Saka 1593 (= A.D, 1671) belongs to the 
time of Viévanatha-Nayaka-Sokkar, i.e., Chokkanätha of the lineage of Visvanätha- 
Nayaka. 


49, Some inscriptions of the Arantangi chiefs were copied during the year from 
Alappirandàn in the Tanjore district. One of them (No. 233) dated in Saka 1402 
and in the time of Arantangiyarasu Ekapperumal-Tondaimanar ів of interest, as it 
refers to certain regulations framed during the‘ time of Dévaraya-Tondaimanar, 
presumably his predecessor. The epigraph states as follows:

: 2 . 1 7 the regulations framed in the time of Devaraya- 
Ep an wa “Tondaimanar. If any one counted 
fault he must be kept in custody until 
his offence was enquired into, his income 
і moiety of it realised as fine. If he ran away without paying the 
en should be made answerable for 1t. The irai, muraimai, 
manmadil, úliyam, kadamai and халаах due on tbe lands, shall prevail as before. 
The kadamai on lands shall be realised in the manner laid down in the documents 
relating to the enjoyment of the lands, executed by the tenants to the landlords 
(näyanmär), and the tenants, on their side, shall hold the lands on the conditions 
specified in the said documents. For lands obtained on mortgage or DOS 
from the Sadusadi, kadamai and kudimai shall be paid as originally fixed for them. 
The persons belonging to the Sadu-sadt shall make payments due by them at the rates 
that were prevailing before. If out of fear, any person happened to go away and 
join the kallapparru, four persons shall bring him back and produce him (before the 
nattavar). On the other hand, if any body went and joined hostile parties or the 
Vanniyas, he shall be excommunicated by his relations and his lands forfeited 
to the temple as dévadana.
